Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 5 1 and 54-57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Widerstrom (US 4,787,536). 

In Figs. 1-3, Widerstrom teaches of a pump (1) having a pump body (5), a 
deflectable diaphragm (8b or 9b) deflectable into the fluid reservoir from an initial 
position (cross section of 8b and 9b in Fig. 3) where the diaphragm extends outwardly to 
the second deflected position (longer dashed-dotted line in Fig. 3), in the deflected 
position interior portions of the diaphragm are spaced from the pump body (5) according 
to the claims. 

Response to Arguments 

3. AppUcanfs arguments with respect to claims 51 and54-57 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
